This product can only be used to formulate end-use deltamethrin products as follows: 1) 
Deltamethrin Technical is impregnated into a plastic piece or envelope with a loading of 
approximately 10 mg of deltamethrin per piece; 2) the deltamethrin impregnated piece can only 
be applied by hanging the piece on fruit and nut trees. 
 

STORAGE AND DISPOSAL 
 
Do not contaminate water, food or feed by storage or disposal. 
 
PESTICIDE STORAGE:   Store in original container, in a cool, dry area.  Store separately 
from other pesticides, fertilizers, food or feed to prevent contamination. 
PESTICIDE DISPOSAL:  Wastes resulting from the use of this product may be disposed of on-
site or at an approved waste disposal facility. 
CONTAINER HANDLING:  Nonrefillable containers.  DO NOT reuse or refill this container.
